FI OF THE COLISEUM. 
For the third time within four years 


Coliseum has gone down in ruins : 
city, The accident at Wabash avenue and 
Fi street is the less excusable be- 
cause of its close resemblance to the col- 
lapse of the similar building near the 
World’s Fair grounds in 1895. In both 
cases disaster seems to have been the 
result ot insufficient precautions during the 
process of construction. The builders in 
each instance seem to have trusted to luck 


to keep the arches standing until the roof 
braces should be put on. It costs money 
to but in temporary braces. But the mass 


of wreckage on the South Side shows that 
aly cent both lives and money to 
leave ponderous steel arches insuf- 
ficiently braced. Ten men dead, one or two 
others dying, nearly a score injured and 
crippled, and $40,000 worth of work ruined 
are the price paid for somebody’s negligence. 

The most definite explanation of the dis- 
aster yet ‘offered is that of Mr. Shank- 
land, head of the firm of structural en- 
gineers that drew up the plans for the 
collapsed arches. He says the catastrophe 


was paused by the failure of the iron 


work to put in the braces called for in. 
the plans. Though his firm several times 
warned the foreman that the braces ought 
to be put in as safeguards against collapse, 
only a few of them were putin. Perhaps 
the men who were removing the temporary 
supporting arch were careless, and, perhaps, 
a gang of workmen hoisting materials upon 
one of the arches may have put a bias 
strain upon the structure. The vital point 
is that no such minor acts of carelessness 
could have toppled over this massive frame- 
work if it had been properly braced. 
Building Commissioner McAndrews says 
hig department had an inspector on the 
grounds every day. If Mr. Shankland’s 
explanation is the correct one, how comes 
it that this inspector did not notice the 
absence of the braces called for in the 
plans? It is his business to see discrepan- 
cies of this sort and to stop work until 
all necessary precautions are complied with. 
If he did not see the ion; he was 
negligent; and if be did not know the 
need of such braces, he was imcompetent. 
That something was radically wrong is ap- 
parent enough now. Builders did not even 
nee the accident of 1895 to teach them 
that accidents of this sort are 
occur at a certain stage in the construe- 
tion of steel truss buildings. The builder 
who neglects to take adequate precautions 


‘against such accidents is inexcusable, and 


the inspector who fails to insist on such 
precautions is not fit for his position. The 


. fact that the trusses may chance to stand 


all right without braces is not an adequate 
exeuse where the lives of scores of work- 
men are at stake. 
The responsibility in the present case 
should be thoroughly sifted and the blame 
placed where it belongs. The Coliseum 
company is going to make a searching 
inquiry.

MINERALS AND METALS. 


The silver product of the United States 
last year was fifty-four and a half million 


ounces, with a commercial value of a little 
over -two million dollars. The output 
exceeded that of 1897 by about half a mil- 
lion oun but'the average price per ounce 
was a little lower in 1898 than in 1897. In 
1892 the silver product of this country was 
sixty-three and a half million ounces. The 
fall in price, which has not been com- 


pensated for fully by reduced cost of pro- 
duction, explains the decrease in output. 


But, While there was a smaller silver 
product than in 1892, there was a gain in 
other directions. There were made in that 
year 9,157,000 tons of pig iron, while last 
year the American furnaces turned out 


11,774,000 tons. There were mined in 1892 


16,206,000 tons of iron ore, the value at the 


mines being thirty-three million dollars, or 
a trifle over $2 aton. Last year 19,278,000 


tons were mined, which were valued at 
twenty-two million dollars, or only $1.15 per 
ton. The great reduction in the price of ore 
has enabled the iron and steel manufac- 
turers to break into foreign markets. 


Last year 52614 million pounds of copper, 


valued at nearly sixty-two million dollars, 


were put on the market. The price per. 


pound was a few cents higher than in 1892, 


when the output was 353 million pounds, 
This is an increase of over 30 per cent in- 


six years, explained by the growing demand 
for copper for telegraph, telephone, and 


‘street railroad purposes. Copper and gold 


have run a rather even race as to value of 
output since 1888, when the product of the 
former was valued at thirty-three and 
three-quarter millions, and of the latter at 
a little over thirty-three millions. Last 
year gold beat copper by $2,600,000. : 
In 1892, which was a prosperous year, 
there were mined 118 million long tons of 


bituminous coal, valued at 125 million dol- 


lars. Last year 148% million tons, valued 


mineral products produced in 1892 was 
648% million.dollars. The figures for last 
year were 697% million dollars. The in- 
crease in value would have been much 
greater but for the reduced cost of some of 
the more important products. In 1892 pig 
iron was valued at $14 à ton and last year 
at from $7 to $10 a ton.

NEW JERSEY ARRAIGNED. 
A paper on New Jersey and the Great 


Corporations,” by Edward Q. Keasbey, 
has been read before the American Bar 


association. It appears therefrom that be- 
tween Jan. 1 and Aug. 1 of this year 
there were organized under the laws of 
New Jersey 1,336 corporations, having an 
authorized capital of over 2,000 million 
dollars. The total wealth of the United. 
States in 1890 was only thirty-two times 
that figure. Of existing industrial cor- 
porations which have stocks and bonds 
exceeding ten million dollars, sixty-one 
were organized in New Jersey, as against 
sixty in all the othér States. New Jersey, 
is the mother State of most of the larger 
and more dangerous combinations which 
have come into existence recently. 


New Jersey has catered to the com- 
bines in order to get their business. Other 


States have modified their incorporation 
laws, 80 as to make the organization of 
trusts more difficult. New Jersey has in- 
vited New-Yorkers, whose yearnings for 
Überal charters could not be gratified under 
the laws of their State, to step over to 
Trenton and get all the privileges they. 
asked for. The whisky trust, not finding 
itself at home in ‘Illinois, availed itself 
of the accommodations offered by New 
Jersey. Under the cover of New Jersey 
charters men can form monopolistic com- 
binations which cannot be created under 

The laws of Illinois forbid the ownership 
by one corporation of the stock of another 
corporation. The laws of New Jersey do 
not. A corporation organized in that 
State can buy the stock and so control the 
property of corporations chartered by other 
States to carry on a particular business.

The league label consists of a 
circle, inclosing the words: National Con- 
sumers’ league.“ On either side of the cir- 


cle is a wing, one bearing the motto: Made 


under clean and wholesome conditions,” and 
the other announcing that Permission to 
use this label is granted after investigation.” 
The members of the league are women who 
are pledged to buy no brand of underwear 
which does not bear the league label. In 
Boston over 2,000 prominent women are en- 
listed, and in almost every large city in the 
country the league has a large and influen- 
tial membership. In New York and else- 
where the league has prepared a White 
List of retail shops which comply with

In return for his kind 
offices this government, it was said, agreed 
not to press its claims for indemnity for the 
outrages perpetrated upon American mis- 
sionaries and the destruction of their prop-. 
erty in Turkey with too much harshness, 

The Sultan of Sulu and his followers are 
Mohammedans, and as the Sick Man of the 
East belongs to the same sect, he is looked 
‘upon by the Moros after e fashion as the 
head of their religion. 

As the story goes, Mr. Strauss, the Amer- 
ican Minister at Constantinople, made the 
agreement with the rkish Sultan’s rep- 
resentatives, and word was sent to the Sul- 
tan of Sulu to bow to the will of the United 
States. This was interpreted in the nature 
of an order, &nd when General Bates ar- 
rived at the palace of the Sultan the savage 
was in a conciliatory mood, and ready to 
yield to any demand, provided, however, he. 
should not be deprived of his income. It was 
an easy matter, therefore, for the army offi- 
cer to reach a satisfactory agreement 
arrange the details by which the Sultan 
should yield his territory to his brother.“

The 
Canadian trade has been given a large im- 
petus through the operation of a system of 
government supervision and subsidies. The 
Canadian Department of Agriculture first 
sent out experts to encourage the establish- 
ment of creameries, inform farmers of the 
kinds of products most in demand in Great 
Britain, and to instruct shippers how to kill 
and pack poultry and prepare other farm 
produce for the British market. Then there 
was inaugurated a system of subsidies for 
cold storage facilities on railroad and steam- 


ship lines. As a result, for 1808 there was an 
j increase in Canadian exports over 1896 of 


200 per cent in wheat, 655 per cent in flour, 
1,010 per cent in oats, 25 per cent in cattle, 
94 per cent in butter, 82 per cent in pork, 
bacon, and hams, and 55 per cent in eggs. 
Canadian exports to Great Britain now ex- 
ceed those of the United States in apples, 
butter, eggs, wood pulp, flax, and } s 
It is now asserted that Canada furnishes 14 
per cent of the total food importations of 
Great Britain. Statistics are not yet avail- 
able to show the status of British-Canadian 
trade for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1899, 
but there can be no doubt that it has made 
a large increase over 1898. During 1898 there 
were twenty-three steamers under subsidy 
contract or agreement with the Canadian. 
government to provide cold storage service 
for the carrying over of butter, cheese, eggs, 
fruits, and other perishable products to 
British ports. Since the present summer 
season opened a number of ships have been 
added to the regular Canadian lines, the

Trail and Claims Suffering IS Less

‘UNVEIL SHAFT TO HEROES 


LAKE COUNTY CITIZENS DEDICATE A 
MONUMENT AT WAUKEGAN. 


— 


Praise of Seldiers and Sailers Whe 
|} Took Part im the Civil War Vies 
with Cheers for Marching Volun- 
teers Who Soon Will Go to Manila— 
Crowd Bedecks Them with Flowers 
~—Bishep Fallows in an Address Ap- 
proves the President's Course. 


Tune army of 1899 shared in the honors ac- 

corded the army of 1861 yesterday when the 
shaft erected in memory of Lake County's 
soldier and sailor dead was unveiled at Wau- 
kegan. There were green wreaths and blos- 
soms for the dead and blossoms and green 
wreaths for the living. The Thirtieth Regi- 
ment, from Fort Sheridan, was present to 
take part in the ceremonies, and as Colonel 
Gardener and his 1,200 men marched toward 
the courthouse square, where stood the 
monument draped with an American flag, 
the thousands of spectators turned the 
dusty road into a flower-strewn lane and 
decked: the glistening bayonets with gar- 
lands of flowers. pos 

Besides the infantry soldiers and the hun- 
dreds of aged men in the faded uniforms of 
nearly forty years ago there were Battery 
D, Fifth Artillery, from Fort Sheridan, and 
squads of marines and sailors from the 
Michigan. But stirring as were the cheer- 
ing crowds and marching troops, the climax 
of the day’s patriotism was reached in 
Bishop Fallow’s address. At the close of his 
speech dedicating the monument the Bishop 
took up the Philippine war and the attitude 
of the President, and the crowd cheered 
wildly at every commendatory word he 
spoke. 
Says President Is Right. 
President McKinley is right regarding 

the Philippines,” said he. Peace must 
come first, and then a government of law 
and order under that grand old flag. The 
American idea is for constant growth and 
expansion, and ultimately is to dominate the 
world, speaking politically; I mean. In its 
territorial meaning this problem of Oceanica 
is making seasick some people in the North.

** The Philippines are ours by right of con- 
quest, by commercial treaty; and in the 
name of Christianity and progress.

The day's celebration was under the aus- 
pices of the Lake County Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Monument association. Special 
trains brought thousands of visitors, and 
Waukegan was in gala attire. Public build- 
ings and residences were decorated with 
flags and bunting. All stores were closed 
during the afternoon and the people gave 
themselves up for a half holiday. It was 
said that in the history of Waukegan never 
were so many people gathered there before. 


Parade Precedes Unveiling. 

The parade preceding the unveiling of the 
monument started at 1:30 o'clock, a few 
minutes after the arrival of the Thirtieth 
Infantry from Fort Sheridan. As the men 
who are soon to sail for Manila disembarked 
they wero cheered by thousands on the hill 
above the railroad depot.

God 
never intended this country to be a country 
of native Americans and intolerant and un- 
bearable know nothings.’ 

“The union soldier made it possible for a 
monument to be erected to General Grant 
and General.

LLL DE FONTENOY'S LETTER. 


[Copgright, 7890, bg the de 
Grandduke Frederick of Baden has just 
recalled to mind the fact that he was not 
only the brother-in- law but also the in- 
timate friend and associate ‘of the liberal 
and broad-minded Emperor of 
Germany by publicly denouncing in the 
‘fashion the anti-Semitic move- 
ment. In fact, the Grandduke went so far 
as to declare that no political party that 
identified itself with any agitation against 
the Jews had any right to existence or any 
claim to toleration on the part of the au- 
thorities. The Gradduke added that he did 
not, however, anticipate that the anti- 
Semitic craze would ever accomplish much 
in Germany, owing to the fact that its aims 
and views were diametrically opposed to 
that common sense which constitutes one of 
the principal foundations of the German 
character. It is merely a temporary all- 
ment which at times assumes the form of 
an epidemic, and which then disappears for 
a season.“ The Grandduke, in the course 
of his remarks, paid a warm tribute to the 
achievements of the German Jews in every 
branch of civil life, and likewise to the gal- 
lantry which they displayed during the war 
of 1870. At the same time he declined to 
countenance in any way the so-called Zion- 
ist movement, which he pronounced to be of 
altogether | Utopian and impracticable na- 
ure. 
It may be remembered that Emperor 
Frederick entertained the same views as his 
brother-in-law towards the Jews, and that 


he showed in every way prior to beco 


ming 
Emperor how thoroughly he disapproved 
of the anti-Jewish movement, which was at 
the time directed by his father’s court 
chaplain, Stoecker, and of which one of the 
leaders was his own — the present Kaiser. 


Judging oy the cacti that the Jews have 
gradually been discouraged from joining 
the army ds a regular profession and from 
the absence of imperial recognition of any 
kind, it would seem that Empéror William 
does not share the enlightened views either 
of his father or of his uncle on the subject 
of the Hebrew race and that. while he no 
longer countenances the anti-Jewish move- 
ment, yet his sympathies remain much 
the same as in the days when he was wont 
to attend and to address the meetings of the 
leaders of the anti-Semite party assembled 
in council in the salons of his wife’s aunt, 
the American-born Comatose of Waldersee.

The General committee of the autumn fes- 
tival met at the Union League club yester- 
day afternoon and discussed in detail the 
plans for the receptions for President Mc- 
Kinley during his visit to the city. Besides 
that in the Auditorium, to which the general 
public will be invited, it is probable that an- 
other will take place in Memorial Hall in 
the Public Library Building, at which vet- 
erans of the civil war will have an oppor- 
tunity to meet the President. The latter 
plan was referred to the Executive commit- 
tee for final action. 

Volney W. Foster read a letter from 
Francis A. Riddle, President of the Grand 
Army Hall and Memorial association, in 
which. the use of its hall is offered for a 
reception. 

In giving a report on the plans for the 
public reception, Mr. Foster said the public 
‘will be admitted to the Auditorium at the 
Con street entrance, approach the 
President from his right, and to avoid con- 
fusion pass out through one of the hotel en- 
trances near Michigan avenue. Under this 
plan it is estimated that 75,000 people can be 
handled without difficulty in a few hours. 

Many members of the General committee 
expressed themselves as favorable to the 
plan of giving two receptions for the Presi-
